NVe 
neglect the fiellucid water that gushes and sparkles 
at our feet. It is only when the flowers have ceased 
yielding their fragrance and the biitrLt stream has 
lost its rippling melody, that we remeiiii»cr with re- 
gretful pleasure the solace and comfort they once 
gave us. So too it is with other features of life. And 
the daily newspaper may well be classed in this cat- 
e.gory. In seasons of calm, wb*n neither the finan- 
cial nor political *otld is agitated, the reader does 
not appreciate or aekno* l/d-e the usefulness of the 
daily press. He is eager enough to cull from it ma- 
ny and lasting pleasures. But these he regards as 
only incidentals of his existence, lie enjoys the 
good that is yielded him. and he thrives wondei fully 
upon it. but he does not consider th •■ newspaper as 
an essential of existence, as a sine y«« rum of busi- 
ness life. 

It is only when some storm like that which is now 
raging bursts with fan over the country that the 
invaluable character of the daily newspaper is pre- 
sented in its true light to the people. In our long 
coone< lion with the press we have never known a 
period when it was so eminently and peculiarly im- 
portant to every branch of trade and MtfiMM as 
now. In these hours of gloom and apprehension and 
danger it is the people's only safeguard. It fore- 
warns and in that degree foreams against disaster. 
It protec ts the humble capitalist from the extortions 
of the wealthy. It throws a flood of light upon the 
whole system of finance and commerce, so that all 
who read may thoroughly and perfectly understand. 
It is not less useful as a means ot restoring confi- 
dence, of imparting a healths tone to the popular 
mind, and of ridding business circles of those jeal- 
ousies and foolish prejudices which are so inimical 
to general prosperity. 

Every class of our population must feel the truth- 
fulness of these remarks, and the press, elevated as 
it is in popular estimation, must ii c rease in favor as 
the people learn in the hour of disaster that i: is tlie 
great anchor of safety. 



Thk Money Crisis. — There is no improvement 
in money affairs in New York or New Orleans, and 
the sounder opinion seems now to l»e that none can 
be relied on till the arrival of gold from Europe, 
which can hardly reach New York before the 25th 
inst. Whether a general suspension in those cities 
or general bankruptcy can be averted until that pe- 
riod is the absorbing question. All we can do is 
hopefully to await future developments. So far as 
the banks of Kentucky are concerned, we have no 
apprehensions. The drain for coin has almost entire- 
ly ceased. Public confidence remains unshaken, and 
we now see no good reason why these institutions 
may not continue the even tenor of their way, un- 
disturbed by anything t haf has yet occurred. We 
are delighted to find tha our friends in the country, 
the farmers and mechanics, show no disposition to 
hoard gold or make any draft upon the banks. On 
the contrary, several instances have occurred irhcre 
yold has been brouylit in from ike country, gold at a 
premium, awl One amount oatted in this city nn yorjd 
security and at a fair rate of tn'erest. A spirit and 
confidence like this cannot he too highly com- 
mended. 

The telegraph advises the suspension of three 
small banks in the city cf New York. These were 
banks of small capital and their depositors were of 
a class easily alarmed, and the su*jiension has been 
cAused doubtless by a panic among the small deal-

On further inquiry, the chief ob- 
tained one of the bills at Walker's, where Campbell 
had passed it. Some of the bills are new and some 
old. We compared one of the letter with a genuine 
note, and they are very dangerous. In fact it will 
require a practiced eye to detect the counterfeit 
The plate and signatures are remarkably well exe- 
cuted, and calculated to deceive. The chief deserves 
credit for ridding the community of go dangerous a 
character as Campbell. 

Since writing the above we learn that these spu- 
rious bills have i»ein passed at several places in the 
city. Doubtless there are a number of counterfeiters 
in our midst. 

STWa had no mail from the East or West last 
night. The Jerrersouville cars came in, but the 
Ohio and Mississippi train did not connect with it, 
or the mail agent neglected to transfer the mail. 
This is getting to be a matter of very frequent oc- 
currence. 

We see from our telegraphic dispatches that the 
Postmaster General has appointed sj.ee ial agents to 
insure regularity in the transmission of the mail to 
Cincicaati aud St. Louis.

Gentlemen-— It iswiih great reluctance that I 
withhold my approval from, and return to your 
Board, in which it eiriginated, with my objections to 
its passage, the resolution hereto attached, to repair 
the bowldered pavement from Second to Fourth cross 
str«et, on Pi—flwji 

1st. I refer you to my objections to Ms ordin mre 
pmtd on this subject, and vetoed by me on the 17th 
of Septemlier last. 1 there relv upon the statement 
of the Auditor,showing t lie tact t hat there is no tno ey 
inor to come into the treasury, from any source, for the 
fiscal year ending the 10th of March," 1858, applica- 
ble to this improvement. Unless the appropriation 
ordinance be re-modeled, and m mey, now tied up to 
ippreipriate. object.-, be withdrawn and new heads of 
appropriation be made, to embrace this improvement 
and repair, all the uionev, levied for this vear. 
and that probably to an»e from other sources, is ful- 
ly disposed of This being for street repairs. mit;ht 
be charged to the head of street repairs, but in that 
appropriation there is no surplus, and the estimated 
cost of $3,000 for the repairs ordered hy this resolu- 
tion is in entire excess of it. ContiuyerU expenses 
appropriation is already consunnd, and the Auditor 
npWM a further appropriation of $-2,000 to meet the 
deficits of that head of appropriation. It is very 
doubtful, that, it UM appropriation otdinance weie 
le-modeled, a single appropriation could spare 
to this impro\ emeni the sum of $3,000, its estimated 
cost. But it is enough to ceuisider which if any, ap- 
propriation can spare this los>s of $3,0<t0, when the 
attempt is nude to re-moddte the existing annual 
appropriation orJinsnce, if in fact it can lie re-mod- 
eled; is enough that ibis reso'ution is an attempt 
to appropriate monev not in the treasurv, nor to 
come in, before the Nth of Mnnll, 185«. If the ap- 
propriation tor the re|»airs of streets, or the appropiia- 
tiou to contingent e x pen es could spare the appro- 
priation for these rej airs on Rraadiraj , I might, ac- 
cording to the practice of my predecessors, on which 
I have acted, regard this resolution simplv M (miiii- 
"mg out an object provided for in an appropriation 
made by the annual ordinance rather than as a new ar>- 
propriition. llui this resolution directs a contract, 
not chargeable to any head of appropii nioti, and is in 
fact an appropriation of monev liv resolution, aud vi- 
olates the 3d article and 13th eciiou of the charter, 
which says "no money shall bediawn from thecitv 
treasur\ , except iu pursuance of appropriations made 
by ordinance." This is a resolution acd not an <ir- 
dinance. 

"2d. I have shown that there is no money in, or to 
come into the treasury, applicable lo these repairs, 
and no mooe>, not al.eadv appropri ued of th'; rev- 
enue of the fiscal .vear ending ldtb March, 1858 — 
This resolution, like the vetoed o dinance that pre- 
ceded it. "authorises a contract involving the ex- 
penditure of money, and a liability beyond the 
amount of the revenues of the city for the current 
fiscal year applicable te> the payineut of said liabili- 
ty." This liability, and all others like it, article fi, 
section 10, of the charter, fcdaiM "shall 1* void, 
as against the city, its property, and revenues, but 
biuding on the Mayor tf he shall sanction the sam-i 
by his signature, and the mem!>ers of the General 
Council, jointly and severally, who, being p-esent, 
failed to record hi.« or their votes against the WM 
on the journals." It is my duty not to charge mv- 
*elf iu faithfully actintr as Mayor of the city, ami it 
appears to me thutever* prud-nt man in tiieCoun- 
cd will also avoid making his private estate liable 
for city repairs or improvem 'tits. 

It is suggested that nobody will sue the members 
of the Council, or the Mayor, so charging themselves 
or himself, and that, when the debt falls due, it *ill 
be paid of course out of the city treasurv. 

But this debt is void against th* city." It is the 
d"bt of the individual memliers of the Council, who 
fail, being present, to vote against it, and of tl:e 
Mayor if he sign it. It is not right, it is not legal, 
it is uot conscientious, to voti» the debt of private 
persons upon the city treasury. As well might we 
by ordinance pay our dnl.ts. "contracte t on private 
account, bv our votes and signature, out of the cor 
porate treasury. 

If the Council pj«s this appropriation in shape of 
resolution or ordinanc, o\er the veto of the Mayor, 
possibly it mav be his duty to make the contract M 
the agent of the MbM of the Council, whose 
ites passed it, the Mayor's objections to the con- 
trary n*rwlrhatai> fling, but not in the name of the 
city. But slmuld it be m dein the nam-; of the city- 
it would I e the Ma or'- duty to direct the auditor 
not to draw and the treasurer nor to pay any war- 
rant forany part of m&H liability, and point the con- 
tractor to the members tor pavm-nt who have made 
themselves liai.le in their private estate, and, if after 
this, suit should !>»• i.nught aguin-t the ci'v, to 
charge her property, &c , it would b« the duty of the 
Mayor in defending said suit, to rely upem "lhe 6th 
aride and loth section of the charter, and show 
that as against the city the contract so ordered is 
totally void. These are mv objections.

ASSIGNMENTS IN TRUST. 
A gentleman told me on yfesterday of the follow- 
ing case: A friend of his came to him and wanted 
to make an assignment of all his property for the 
benefit of his creditors. He owned about $30,000 
wor'h of property in the city, had shipped produce 
to New York and 11 eltimore to the amount ot ah u' 
$30,000. and ha I drawn bills on New York to be 
paid out of the proceeds of that produce (which were 
endorsed by hisfiiends), amounting to about $30,- 
000. He owed bank debts in the city amounting to 
some $3,000, and this was a full exhibit of his af- 
fair*. He was very much distressed and alarmed, 
and so were his endorsers. They thought that he 
could do nothing but as-ign. But this legal friend 
to whom he applied, after viewing his condition, ad- 
vised him to go at once to New York and Baltimore 
and dispose of his produce, at a sacrifice if necessa- 
ry, and meet as many of the bills as he could, and 
then come back and" arrange the balance w ith his 
$30,000 worth of property. He did go, and advices 
from him now, for several weeks past, state that he 
is selling his produce as fast as his bills fall due, 
and he may make profit enough to pay wliat he owes 
here. 

If he had made an assignment, his property 
here would have been sacrificed; the bills i.i New 
York would have been protested, the property there 
sacrificed, and in all probability he would have had 
nothing left after the assignment was wound up. 
But now he is likely to come out with hia $t0,0W 
property here and clear of debt. 

'1 here are many instances of this kind, where 
timid men, alarmed by their friends or thei' en- 
dorsers or persons who "want to make a large fee as 
trustee under the assignment, are ruined. Too 
many assignments are matle. Nothing is maele by 
them, and nothing is saved by them. The ex"- 
penses attendit g such a course are larger than the 
expenses attendaut up n suits for debt, and prop- 
erty is put up under the hammer, particularlv 
nierchandize and groceries, and especially in the 
present panic, which brings comparatively nothing. 

What is the remedy? We think that "it is plain. 
Go on in your business. If your notes fall due and 
you have to go to protest, console yourself with the 
reflection that it is better to be protested and saved 
when y ou know time will bring you out, than to 
give up iu despair, throw up all you have to lie swal- 
lowed up by ex|>enses in a long* and tedious settle- 
ment by a huuerry trustee. Let suita be brought 
and let the sheriff sell your property. It will cost 
you no more than for the assignee to" sell it. and then 
you may lie able, especially if you replevy, t. eat- 
lect what is due you, and com'- out a solvent man, 
with property left. 

There is a very great mistake |»ervading the com- 
munity in this re>pect. If a man f uls to meet a note 
he must assign. This might do in a State where a 
man can prefer his trie-ids in an assignment; or. in 
titi.sh tin es, a in in who has any come out in linn < an 
always save a protest fee. But here and now, it 
should not lose a man his credit liecause he is unable 
promptly to meet his debts, and his friends cannot 
complain that he will not prefer them, because he 
cannot — the law will not allow it 

But eveu if a man is in business, and U satisiied 
that he cannot meet his engagement-, ic is better to 
go on iu business, and make his profits, than to put 
up his property under the assignee's hammer, and 
let him knock all the profits out of it, with cost and 
carriage besides. 

Many a man is ruined for life, pecuniarily, by his 
timidity. Keep up energy and persevere in indus- 
try, battle with adversity and look the yh-M of ruin 
in the face ("for it may ouly be the ghost of ruin at 
last), and many of you that are now desponding 
will yet come out without the intervention of an 
assignment. Good men. wealthy men, men who 
will yet be rich, must be sued occasionally in the 
present monetary c indition of the country, because 
the fountains from which they draw their sustenance 
are drieil up; but it should "not affect such men's

To the Editors of the IjouiscHLr Journal: 

Woodblrn, Kv., Sept. 21, 1857. 

Gentlemen: I noticed an article on the subject of 
;ireparing seed >vheat, taken from the New England 
farmer, and published iu the Jourial of the 10th. 
I will give yeiu my experience on the subject, hum- 
ble as it may be. Some five years ago, my wheat 
became so contaminated with smut that it was wholly 
unfit to make li-mr for the use of the table. I con- 
cluded I would apply some remedy, and accordingly 
set about the work. I filled a vessel with water 
( say half full), that would bold one bushel of wheat. 
To this I uddeel say about seven pounds of common 
salt and alxmt as much f«csh burut air-slaked lime; 
then stirred until dissolved. I then put my seed 
wheat in the mixture and let it stand half an hour; 
then, lifting the seed from lhe mixture, placing it 
on a table or something of the sort, with one end 
elevated so as to let the water run from it, let it 
stanel fo' two hours at:d then iow. The above 
preparation was all that any ta-mer could have de- 
sired. So exterminating was its effec on smut that 
it was not percei vable in the flour made from wheat 
grown from seed prepared as above. I followed this 
course some three years with eutire satisfaction. 1 
then sowed my wheat without the application or 
anv other mixture, and I find that my wheat has 
smut in it to a limited extent. I shall again this 
season prepare my seed as heretofore. I advise mJi 
farmers who are troubled with smut in their wheat 
to try it; the expense is trilling and the labor quick- 
ly performed. As to the length of time that wheat 
would lie in this mixtu e aud theu germinate I am 
n >t abb; to sa\ ; but, from mv experience, not more 
than three hours. After it is drain-d it can lie a 
day aud a half, perhaps, without injuring. My 
pl hi is to sow immediately, but I have had it to lie 
two days, and sown, germinated, and done well.

La.me.nfx8 in Horses.— Written for the ifhio 
farmer, hy 11'. Purree, V. 8., Raretma, Oku*.— 
Why aie so many horses lame? This question eve- 
ry practitioner U frequently asked. lameness Ls be- 
coming so common that we can scarcely find a horse 
that is not either lame, or if he is not .-o, it ia be- 
cause both feet, or limb*, are alike stiff and sore. 

As we pass alwng the side walk, it Ls seldom we see 
a horse stand with his limbs and feet in a natural 
position, but generally find some with one f ir f I 
set out as far as it can !«* reached; others with botn 
feet thrown forward; some with contracted hoofs; 
others with evident fever feet; some standing tiptoe 
with their knees bent forward; others sprawling like 
a bear, on their pasterns; some with contracted or 
sunken breast; others with sunken shoulders, and 
many with cracked hoofs, ridged surfaces, and con- 
tracted heels. And indeed it is rare to see a perfect 
foot on a horse (in Northern Ohio) after he is four 
years old. The reason given for this, I hope, will 
put some on their guard, and set others think mg. In 
the first plaee the colt is taken in hand to break. The 
owner, although not a judge of colts, thinks he wiU 
make rather a fancy horse. He commences bv tak- 
ing him to the smithy. He tells the blacksmith that 
he wants the colt shod forward, and to do it in a 
most scientilic style, make his foot look fancy, cut 
the heel down so as to have a wide heele d-shoe, cut 
away the fro^r, dress out the botteun of the foot, and 
"do it up brown," as the colt should lie shod "scien- 
tifically ' the first time; sock the nails home, cliach 
fast, don't he afraid of vour rasp. "Now he looks 
as if be could travel, and if there is anv trot in him 
it must come out." 

"Now, tioys, we hare done harvesting aud the 
colt is shod, and we will have a week to visit and 
break colts in; ejp must not go far the rirst day; five 
miles is far enough when they're all in a sweat, with 
the new shoes on, feet highly fevered, and piinful. 
The colt must show out a little, go to town and hack, 
five miles more, theu go home, perhaps checked up 
all this time. Now, where must all this fever ter- 
minate? In the feet, most certainly, and when 
turned out, the uncomfortable condition and pain in 
the feet will cause him soon to lie down. On feel- 
ing the feet they will l« found intensely hot and the 
pastern arteries beat with great violence. The foot, 
now confined with an iron bar spiked on with eight 
strong nails, minus the most of the frog, and all the 
insensible sole is not only confined but deprived of 
its usual moisture. But it won't do to let this eoJt 
remain idle too long: he will forget what he has 
learned. I'se him often, but be careful of him. 
When he trots put him through; don't learn him to 
nudge along, but l>e careful. I.et him know he can 
get up his head and handle his feet, but be careful, 
colts are easily hurt. Bur. don't let every one drive 
past you: let them know we have as good a horse as 
their s, but lie careful. It is a poor Morgan that 
can't go his twelve miles an hour on a good drv, 
hard road, or planks, and tine hour's drive tan't 
hurt a colt much, if he is well shod. How it looks 
to see a tine cairiage, plated harness and whip, 
moping alont; on a good road in the hot sun aud dust; 
get right along as though vou were men of business 
and had some life and energy aliont vou! But be 
careful of the colta. If they should lose any shoes 
oft', give particular directions to the smith to pit 
them on very nice. 

Yes, thisuice, stylish, scientific shoeing, which is 
ordered by every one h ho has a horse, is doing more 
mischief and harm to horses' feet than it cemld do to 
let them run barefoot all their lives. It renders 
them less serviceable, causes more pain, and leads 
to more grievous evils than any other cour.-e. It is 
the cause of the greatest barbarities by frequent 
change of masters. Who is afraid to purchase a 
horse that has never been shewl? Some mav ask, 
who ever saw an old horse that never was shod? but 
I have seen horses over twenty years old that never 
had shoes on their feet, and yet" were almost con- 
stantly in use. In the early settlement of Western 
Pennsy lvania it was rare to see a horse shod, and it 
is only .of late that shoeing the hind feet has been 
practiced. Although the country is mountainous 
and nony, it is not uncommon to find horses four, 
five, or .six years old that were uever shod. Bail 
feet and lameness from shoeing are reldom known. 
The shoers there would lie called bunglers. They 
seldom take much pains, pare but little, bang on 
the shoe, and let itgo. If it stavson eiulv one week, 
so much the better; it may I* tao or three months 
before the horse will be needed again. It is mv 
practice to tell the shoer, if be a-ks anything about 
how I will have it done, to do it in the most bung- 
ling manner he knows how; I only forbid fancy shoe- 
ing; I always dictate the shoeing ef diseased feet 
while treating them. 

A fevered foot is apt to remain so. as long as the 
hor?e lives; I never knew one to recover without 
treatment. 1 think niue cases out of ten of all this 
lameness, contracted tendons, nerves, and sweeney- 
ed shoulders have their cau.-e in the feet, either irom 
fever, contraction, osiilicarieui of the cartilage, in- 
dentation of the margin of the coffin bone, or a grub 
which we lately discovered working between the 
sensible and in eusilde sole of the foot. Its track 
can easily b- 1 followed by the dust formed in its pas- 
sage around the lower part of the hoof, and as far up 
as the ceiffin bone. I his lameuess cau lie cured by 
treatment, to kill the grub, or the application of tur- 
pentine. Iu some cases, it would l>e ehfticult to find 
the grub without injuring tlie f.-ot. and the latter 
remedy will be effectual, if one exists in the foot. 
The causes to which diseases in the feet can be 
traced, according to my observations, are as follows: 
Fancy shoeitig, tiU 10<); founder, 20 100; coegestive 
fever. 5-100; driving into co;d water, sudden chill- 
ing, &c, 5100; hereditary or unaccountable careless 
shoeiug, 5-100. There may still be other causes, but 
they are so rare that a practitioner ni iv not meet 
with more tliauone of eicli in a lifetime'. Wounds, 
strains, and fractures of bones sometimes occur in 
those parts, but the skillful practh inner will readily 
detect these. This aMBtar is worthy the investig.i- 
tion of all lovers of good horses. — Ohio farmer.

■■OOH Corn— How to Cluk It. — A. C. Voria, 
of Akron. New York, writes as follows to the 
Prairie Farmer: 

I am not a fanner and know l.ut a precious little 
about farming; but hive some rec illection of it from 
inv lovhood, vet 1 generally read your p.ijier as it 
fuids its way to Mr office, my partuer bafatf some- 
what inclined to doing literary farm work. My 
seeing aoine inquiries in the Aug. 20 number of 
your p»i>er in je^ard to broom corn, and jour re- 
mark* in answer to inquiries, brought to my re- 
collection the manner in which broom corn" was 
cored when I lived on a farm and was indenendent. 
When I was a sm.ill boy I frequ- u 'y aided in cu- 
ring the bru-h and preparing it for market. My 
recollections ere as follows: 

When the bru-h is rips enough to t ut, proceed a« 
follows: Tak« two rows, "prioress liackwaida" of 
course, between the rows, breuk over the first hill 
the right, obliq j- ly. say si an an^le of 45 deg. 

iw, toward an ex- 
back over the first 
angle toward an exten- 
ded line of the ri^ht; thus proceed breaking from 
you and across the opposite rows back and forth, and 
spreading the tops so as to form a continuous ta- 
blu of the stocks through the entire length of the 
field; make the table 10 or more indies bi^li, to suit 
convenience, and let the to|M or brush project far 
enough over the tables to be convenient for the 
knj,fe— pass along on both side* of the table toward 
the brush end, and iu the direction oopo-ite to 
which the brush jxrints. take hold of the brush, gi\e 
a cut with jour knife, leaving sufficient length of 
•tern, and, as>ou cut, pull on the knack which will 
draw from the folds enclosing it, leaving it entire- 
ly fne from leaf — place the brush as soon as you 
have secured a haudful upon tli»* table, when it 
will dry in a short time — when it :uay be tied into 
bundles and taken to a proper place to lie stored. 

Instead of usin^ the betchtl you describe, a hol- 
low cylinder, sav two feet in diameter and thirty in- 
Am long with large nails driven from the inside, 
similar to the cylinder of a threshing machine, and 
put in motion by a crank, will do the work up as 
fast and much easier than half* a do/.en hetchels. 
Take slats, inch oak board* three or four inches wide 
— saw, ax, hammer, nails, and end boards, and a 
little ingenuity a: d the machine is made. If these 
suggestions are worth anything to you, use them; if 
not. no harm is done. 

DvmUBi t\ thk Way of r'm it (Ji litre. 
"One hundred millions of fruit tree- should be plant- 
ed the coming fall. The ground should he got ready 
at once. Now is the time to underdrain the ground 
for your future orchard. Have a compost heap, 
composed of muck, forest leave", straw, leeched 
ashes, etc., ready, with which to mulch the trees 
when planted. l>o all, this, then give your orders 
to a reliable nurseryman for a lot of the best trees, 
of the best varieties of fruit. Depend upon it, your 
farm will sell for ">0 percent, nnre than the "cost 
of the trees, within five vears. Fanners, plant fruit 
trees! 

"We have often called the attention of our readers 
to the vast importance of raising a greater quantity 
and tetter quality of fruit: and we shall doubtless 
have occasion to give them -'line u>>u line and pic- 
cer>t upon precept " < »:i this sui.j-ct Ike public 
mind must l>e educated. We Iclieve that the health 
of our psople, the p r os|«rity of our nation: and the 
perpetuity of our institutions are more intimately 
connected with the cultivation of fruit than with any 
other one subject that can be named. Why? lie- 
cause the people must have cheap food and good 
health, or want, disease, vice aud c.iuie. misery and 
degeneracy, are inevitable. 

"It is true there are some diilkultbs in the way, 
as with evcrv eHterprbc under the sun. But they 
are to l>e studied, understood, andj overcome

lustrated, for the purpose of commenting on the lat- 
ter paragraph — the "dithculties" in the way of fruit 
culture, and the means of overcoming them. 

That there are difficul'ies in this buisiuess, the 
people of the Western States, at least, have basis 
made fully conscious, for some jears |>ast. And in- 



of uood fruits being t 
Messrs. Fowler & Co. Iielieve so essential to the 
people, the prices o e frait have liecome so high in 
many of our towns aud cities, that none b ut the rich 
can afl'ird to make free use of them in their fami- 
lies. 

The greatest difficulty now felt throughout a 
large portion of the West is tin- loss of trees from 
the effects of the two past winters, especially that 
of 185o 6. Many trees that were at tirst thought to 
be little if at all injured, have since died, or are 
evidently dying in consequence of injury done at 
that time. Iadecd, many fruit growers are of the 
opinion that a m ijority of our I earing apple trees 
are hopelessly diseased from fiat cause, and good ; 
crops of fruit will not lie realized again until new > 
on hards have come into b.-aring. 

Now the question arises, H >w shall we manage to 
escape lite calamities in future? First, we should 
say, let careful inquiry be made in regard to the va- 
lie ties of fruits that are found to have escaped the ' 
injury; for it appears from the accounts that in ■ 
nearly or quite all localities some kinds have thus 
mm aped. And it may be discovered that a good as- 
sortment can be made up of hardy varieties, such as 
are adapted to withstand the rigor of our Western , 
climate. 

It might appear reasonable to suppose that varie- 
ties originating in the extreme northern part of our 
country —such as withstand the rigors of the winters 1 
of Canad i and Vermout — would be most likely to an- ] 
swer the purnose. But as far as our present infor- ' 
mation extend*, the very reverse is the bet. The , 
varieties of Northern origin, as liildwin, I« I. 
<»reening. Hox. Kus-et, etc., have proved the most , 
tender, while those originating iu the Central and | 
Western States, as K-inibo, Fennock, Smith's Cider, 1 
Winesap, etc., are the most hardy. It is to be ' 
hoped that pains w ill l.e taken by t he 1'omological 
Societies and also by individual "fruit growers and 
nurserymen, the present sea>on. to collect informa- ! 
tion upon this important point, as a guide to those 
who are planting new orchards. 

The next difficulty, which is also a serious one in 
many parts of the West, is the failure of orchards 
in consequence of the rotting and premature falling 
of the fruit. This difficulty has lieeu observed for . 
the past ten or twenty years in Central and Southern 
Ohio, and has no connection with the injuries done 
by the winters. It seems, however, to be gradually 
increasing each year, from some cau.-e; probably a I 
modification of the climate by the diminution of the

The Clinton dr tpe. — This is hardly a new grape. I 
yet it is not so widely known a* the Catawba and | 
isa'iella. It is said by some to have originated 
in Central New York, m a town of t hat name; by 
others, it is traced to a garden in Waterford, N. Y., 
the proprietor of which named it in honor of Gov. | 
Clinton. The vine ia perfectly hardy, easily pro- 
pagated, of rapid growth, and is a regular and pro- ! 
digious bearer. The clusters and berries are not ! 
large, both Iieing about two-thirds the size of well- 
grown Isaiiellas. The fruit is round, black, and 
covered with a thin, blue bloom. Flavor somewhat 
rough aud acid, especially if eaten liefore the fruit 
i? fully ripe. It matures a fortnight or three 
weeks before the lsai>ella. Mr. Longwortli, of Cm-, 
cinnati, has experimenti d wi u as a wine grape, 
and ipeakaof.it i I -svorable terms. For- northern 
UtittaaW, ;*ud tor persons not fastidious about del- 
icate rtavors, it is worthy of cultivation. 

Tke ' 'init ord. — This new grape ranks much higher 
than the preceding. It was raised from seed about 
twelve years ago, l»y E. W. Bull, of Concord, Mass., 
but was not oft* red for sale until it had lieen fairly 
tested for several years in his own ground*. We 
understand that tf is gentleman's method of raising 
new grapes is as follows: He sows a great number 
of seeds of hardy and approved sorts, but rejects 
those which come up the first year, because they are 
general! v found to be barren. The second spring, 
the ground is well stirie I, and a new crop of seed- 
lings springs up from the tirst sowing, among which 
improved varieties are found. In thi- vvav. tkfl 
Concord was obtained. 

As to the qualities of this grape, we see no rea- 
son to change the opinion we have heretofore ex- 
pressed. It is hard* . of luxuriant growth, and tke 
fruit ripens from ten day s to a fortnight earlier than 
the Isal>clia. The clusters are large, shouldered; 
t erries large as the Isabella, often larger, nearly 
round, black, with a beautiful blue, plum-like bloom. 
We have seen bunches which measured 7} . inches 
long, and »W wide at the shoulder, fairly resem- 
bling Black Hani'mrghs. The berries are sweet. 
Under, juicy, a little foxy, and not quite so deli- 
cious and aromatic as the Isabella when fully ripe. 
We rank it in quality a little below, the faatwlla, but 
when its superior hardiness is taken into account, as 
well as its earlier period of ripeuing, we think that 
for northern lajasatnt it will prove the most popular 
grape. It must become a very showy market fruit. 
Below the latitude of Albany or Newburgh, good 
judges still prefer the Isabella and Catawba. 

The DmMm* — This is an older variety than the 
Concord, but has not made as great a sensation in 
the horticultural world. It originated in the garden 
of Mrs. Diana Creliore, of Milton, Mass., and was 
named afkar her. It is a descendant of the Catawba, 
which it somewhat resembles. 

Respecting the quility of this grape, we feel dis- 
posed to speak in the s'rongest terms. Bunches 
not so long as Catawba, but more compact and 
heavy, not properly shouldered, but the main bunch 
has often a small one appended to it. Berries a little 
smaller than Ca-awba, and a shade paler in color; 
less pulpy, and more sweet and juicy than Catawba, 
l'omolo^ists iu the Southern States, who have grown 
it side by side with its |iarent. prefer it to ttiat 
very excellent gripe. The late A. J. Downiug 
• ■a'fed it repeatedly , "the best American grape y et 
originated.'* We have fruited it several years by 
the side of many other varieties, aud in eating from 
them all, one after another, have found ourselves 
almost unconsciously giving this the preference. If 
we could have but one native grape, that one should 
be the Diana. 

The Mtnra. — Tka origin of this grape seems to 
I»e somewhat uncertain. By some, it is cl timed as 
a native; bv other, as a "Lisbon wine gra|>e,'' or the 
Tr uniwr of Germany, or the Red Rtillng. Mr. 
Thompson, of Delaware, Ohio, understands that it 
was sent m re than fifty years ago to a gentleman 
in New Jersey, by his brother in Italy. If it is a 
foreigner, its "exemption from mildew, and its hard- 
iness, are somewhat remarka' le. But. whether it is 
a native American, or an adopted citizen, we wel- 
come it as a worthy memlier of the gr-ipe family. 
Cluster small, compact, sometimes shouldered. Ber- 
ries about the size of Diana, and round. Skin thin, 
and of a coppery rose color. Pulp, very little. Fla- 
vor sweet, aromatic, more sprightly than the Diana. 
In our own grounds, it has giown somewhat slowly, 
and has not yet liorne abundantly. It appears to be 
perfectly hardy, not an inch of y oung wood h iving 
l>een killed by the past two winters. Mr. Charles 
Downing and" other equally good judges pronounce 
it one of our best hardy grapes. 

The JMasoa — Here is a new comer, and one 
whose coming has l>een warmly greeted. It is a 
chance seedling, w hich sprang up about eight years 
ago, in the garden of Mr. V. M. P' ike. of Hudson, 
N. Y. It is perfectly hardy, having endured ex- 
posure unharmed for several years at Hudson, on an 
open trelli<. Mr. Hovey gives tke following de- 
scription: "Bunches medium size, about six iadata 
long, very compact, without shoulders. Berries 
medium size, oliovate, about three-quarters of an 
inch in diameter. Skin thin, greenish white, be- 
coming of a pale amber color at full maturity, cov- 
ered with a thin white bloom. Flesh very juicy, 
soft, and melting, and free from pulp. Flavor rich, 
■Matty, vinous and brisk, w ith a peculiar musky 
and luscious aroma, distinct from any other grape. 
Seed small; two to four in each berry." It ripens 
a week or ten days earlier than the Isabella. It won 
prizes la.-t year, at the Exhibitions of several State 
Horticultural Societies, where it was pronounced by- 
competent judge., "superior to the Sweetwatei, 
and equal to the Golden Chas*elas, or the Muscat 
of Alexandria." l\ e have placed a Kehecc i vine 
upon ourexperimental arbor the present season, and 
shall watch it with in'erest. 

The Carndt'in I'hirJ — We have not yet seen this 
grape, but it is highly extolled by persons of reliable 
judgment. It hails, at present, from Hamilton, 
Canada West, and is hardy even in that climate, 
but is supposed to have originated in France. It is 
a white grape, resembling the Sweetwater, but with 
bunches more compact and larger than that variety 
is ever seen in open cultivation. We hope to learn 
more respecting it, the coming season. 

Several other varieties of native origin are now- 
being tested by committees and amateur fruit-grow- 
ers in various localities, some of which will undoub- 
tedly prove great acquisitions. Among these we 
may mention the Union Village, Carter, Brinckle. 
Stetson's No 1, Graham, Clara, Allen's Hybrid, 
Emilr, Breck'.-, Wyman's Seedling, and others.

This evil, however, is so distinctly confined to cer- | 
tain varieties, that it is an easy matter to avoid it, i 
provided that the requisite knowledge is possessed 
before hand by those who are al>out plinting or- 
chards. But unfortunately few persons in former 
Maaa paid anv attention to this subject, and a major- , 
lty of our orchards are found to be Largely composed 
of such varieties as are almost worthless, from want 
of adaptation to our soil and climate. Our people 1 
have heretofore been almost entirely dependent upon ' 
Eastern books and catalogues for their information . 
about the varieties of fruits, and upon Eastern nur- ■ 
sery men for their fruit trees, so that most of our or- 
chards are composed of the varieties of fruits that ! 
are found most adapted to the Eastern and Northern 
States: and it is fouud that, as a general rule, the 
most common and popular ^' iaU:T apple* of those 

and from winter killing. ' 

In spite of these facts, which are lieginning to be 
well known to some of our people, the evils are per- 
petuated and extended by the annual purchase and 
planting throughout the tiV'est of millions of trees of 
these very kinds that are destined to certain failure. 
The greater part of the business of the numerous 
j*rge nurseries of Western and Central New York 
is in supplying trees at wholesale to tfie Western : 
States; ana in proof of the unfitness of these trees 
for the Western country, it can l>e shown that at the 
dozen or twenty varieties of winter apples that are 
found best adapted for the soil and climate of Central 
and Southern Ohio and the greater portion of In- 
diana, Kentucky, Illinois, etc , not one of them is 
common! v found* among the assortments furnished at

[From the Ohio Earraer.] 
A Grain Shockkp.. — It seems from the follow- 
ing article, which Me clip from the Ottawa (111.) 
Republican, that Bronsou Murray and a Mr. Van 
Doren have invented a Harve-ter that cuts, gath- 
ers, and shocks grain all at the same time. Mr. 
Murray has, for sone years, lieen one of the 
wealthiest and most enterprising farmers of Illi- 
nois. We hope to see this machine at the Illinois 
Fair: 

"Illinois may well be proud of her men of ge- 
nias. 1 have this day visited the farm of Bronson 
Murray, and examined the harvesting and mowing 
machines invented and built by Messrs. Murray 
and Van Doren. I had the pleasure of seeing one 
of their Harvesters at work cutting and shocking 
oats. The entire work was performed by three 
men. The shocks were compact and neatly bound 
by two wires, and contained as much grain as about 
four ordinary shocks, with all the heads of the grain 
inclining together, and the butts of the straw on the 
outside. The shocks are of such form that tbey wdl 
stand several months without damage. The labor 
of at least six men is saved in the binding and 
shocking. Tlie machine cuts seven feet wide, and 
is constructed for durability. The grain is elevated 
in a straight position upon a platform, and placed in 
a box by two men, which box molds the form and 
size of the shock; when the box is full, the two 
wires, being tirst placed in the box are tied around 
the grain; the back end of the l»ox, l>eing hung on 
hinges, is thrown open, and, by taking hold of a 
lever, the box tips back and the shock rolls out. 
standing erect in a complete position. The box is 
conveniently adjusted for refilling. In addition to 
the machines at work on the farm, I examined va- 
rious models for grain and grass, and also corn cut- 
ters. The models, as well as machines, denote su- 
perior skill in the inventors. I was shown a grass 
cutter, built according to the directions of Messrs. 
Murray and Van Doren, that is a great improvement 
on former grass cutters; also their machine for cut- 



ting and shocking corn. They have been experi- 
menting for two years in cutting corn by machine- 
ry, and have perfected their machine so that they 
cut the corn, nhich is carri-d by elevators into 
what m iv be termed a aat ldh a* b»«j when the Ik>x 
is full, the wire Iwnd is connected, the molding liox, 
being at the will of the inventor, drops the shock 
in a nice f nn to stand until aj quired for winter 
feeding. The paUnts of Murray and Van Doren 
will undoubtedly supercede the various patents now 
in us« in Illinois and the surtounding States. And 
I will venture to say that it will not be an ocean- 
liound improvement, but will find its way into old 
Europe to driv e out cheap labor, from the fact that 
it is uestin d to save more grain to the acre than any- 
other mode of cutting now in use.
